Council President Oglesby added that volunteer organizations are "hurting" for members 
and further added that increased State training requirements add to the difficulty in 
keeping members.

Mr. Gertner also suggested adding a definition for the requirements for financial 
accounting. 

Councilwoman Hodges stated there should be a requirement for an annual financial 
accounting of taxpayer funds given to volunteer organizations.
